be taken up. 
It is so generally un­ 
derstood that tills schedule will con­ 
sume considerable time that there is 
no effort to oui tine beyond it the 
ct urse 
of 
proceeding. 
The 
wood 
schedule will afford a brief respite be­ 
fore reaching the sugar question, as 
that subject was left undisposed of 
when the senate adjourned on Satur­ 
day. Senator Allen probably will »n- 
ter a motion to strike out the entire 
p* 
graph relating to sawed lumber 
and the motion may lead to other 
speeches than his own. 
Whether the sugar schedule will be 
taken up in order is still undeter­ 
mined. 
There are many differences 
of opinion on the subject, but the pre­ 
vailing desire is to g«t the schedule 
out of the way as soon as possible. 
There is no doubt in any ev nt of a 
postponement until Senator Aldrich’s 
return to the senate. 
He is still con­

N ew l*lan. 
Washington, June 7.—Secretary Gage 
is preparing a financial measure, to be 
submitted to congress next winter. In 
pursuance of this plan he has sent out 
a letter to 200 leading bankers and 
merchants, inviting 
suggestions 
for 
placing the currency upon a “sound” 
basis. 
In his consultations he is con­ 
fining himself 
to 
what 
are 
called 
sound money men.” 
In outline the scheme will embrace 
the gradual retirement of the green­ 
backs and the substitution of national 
bank notes therefor; allowing national 
banks to issue to the full limit instead 
of 90 per cent as now; reducing the 
tax on national bank circulation from 
l*per cent to one-fourth of I per cent, 
and, as a sop to the silver sentiment, 
limiting the denominations 
of 
bank 
notes and all other paper money to 
$10 and substituting silver for all be­ 
low $10. There w ill probably be a pro­ 
vision for branch banks, and there is 
a suggestion that state and municipal 
bonds may be issued as a basis for not 
to exceed 50 per cent of the note cir­ 
culation. 
Secretary Gage has, in fact, already 
commenced to carry out his scheme for 
retiring greenbacks as far as possible 
under the present law by locking up 
in the treasury greenbacks and treas­ 
ury notes. These classes of notes have 
greatly increased since March 4, and 
on June I there was held In the treas­ 
ury of both classes about $60,000,000.
